NO HINT OF PLAN 
FOR HYDROGEN BOMB 
IN TRUMAN BUDGET 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
If this nation is trying to develop 
a super atomic bomb employing 
hydrogen—as has been reported 
unofficially—no hint of it is ap- 
parent in President Truman’s 
budget message. 

In fact the references to atomic 
energy in the message would 
seem to eliminate the possibility 
of full-scale’ efforts to produce 
soon: a bomb differing entirely in 
principle from the original ura- 
nium bomb, 

The A-bomb cost more than 
two billion dollars and required 
several years to produce. A Wash- 
ington scientist who declined to 
be quoted by name said that in 
his opinion it would cost at least 
that amount to perfect a ‘“‘hydro- 
gen” bomb. 

~fruman.and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission have declined 
to comment on widely published 
unofficial. reports that the United 
States is considering Work on the 
bomb which, it is estimated, would 
be 1000 times more powerful than 
preesnt A-bombs. 

The President, in his budget 
message, called for $816,754,000 
for the AEC in the 1951 fiscal 
year. This represents an increase 
of approximately $144,000,000 over 
the amount estimated to be spent 
for the current fiscal period. But 
the President said the estimated 
1951 expenditures include _ in- 
creased expenditures for other 
phases of atomic energy develop- 
ment besides production of wea- 
pons.

ROME, Jan. 10- (AP)—Twenty- 
four-hour general strikes stopped 
industry and business through 
most of northern and central 
Italy today in a labor union pro- 
test against the killing of six 
workers in a clash with police. 

More than a million workers, 
led by 700,000 members of the 
Metal Workers’ Union, struck on 
orders of the Communist-dominat- 
ed Confederation of Labor (CGIL) 
and Chambers of Labor in various 
northern and central provinces.

Real estate, assessed by local 
assessors, had a valuation for tax- 
ation purposes of $3,171,859,344, 
an increase .of $69,870,483, or 
2.25 per cent, over 1948 figures. 
The total included $970,133,476 
for farm land and $2,201,725.868 
for “town lots,” representing real- 
ty in cities, towns and villages. 

The State Tax Commission does 
not fix individual assessments of 
real estate, except in instances of 


‘appeal from valuations by local 
assessors. It receives reports 
from the local assessors and has 
power to order equalization of 
assessments between counties. 

Tangible personal property was 
assessed in 1949 at $670,138,621, 
an increase of $81,183,620 or 13.7 
per cent over. 1948. 

The property of public utilities 
directly assessed by the tax com- 
mission had an assessed valuation 
of $538,148,395 in 1949, a gain of 
$28,049,178 or 5.5 per cent over 
1948. ‘This total dces not include 
certain. land, materials and sup- 
plies and .other property of util-

The assessed valuation of mer- 
chants and manufacturers, repre- 
senting stocks and inventories,

The commission also reported 
the 1 per cent tax assessment of 
gross income of freight lirfes in 
Missouri totaled $6,715,273, an in-

EMPIRE PARLEY

COLOMBO, Ceylon, Jan. 
(AP)—Indiaw Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru told the Com- 
monwealth foreign ministers to- 
day that countries recognizing 
Communist China must also ex- 
tend cautious friendliness to the 
Peiping Red Government, an in- 
formed source reported. 

Representatives of the eight 
Commonwealth countries dis- 
cussed China in a closed session 
on the second day of their con- 
ference. Nehru, whose Govern- 
ment has recognized Communist 
China, said there was not much 
point in establishing diplomatic 
relations if countries tried to hold 
back on full diplomatic co-opera- 


tion. 

Four members of the Common- 
wealth—lIndia, Pakistan, Ceylon 
and Britain — have recognized 
Communist China. Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand and South 
Africa have not done so. 

A communique said the minis- 
ters stressed at today’s meeting 
that the Commonwealth practice 
of allowing each government to 
make its own individual decisions 
on all important world problems, 
following inter-governmental con- 
sultation, would be adhered to. 

Officials concerned with eco- 
nomic questions exchanged infor- 
mation on developments arising 
from the discussions in Washing- 
ton last September to halt the 
drain on sterling area gold re- 
serves.

('DWYER’S PLAN 
ON LEGAL BETTING 
STIRS DISPUTES 


Proposal Praised and De- 


nounced—Adoption by 
Legislature Viewed as 
Unlikely. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10 (AP)— 
Gambling took on the status of 
a hot political and moral issue in 
New York state today following 
Mayor William O’Dwyer’s pro- 
posal that betting on sports con- 
tests be legalized and supervised 
by the state. 

Chances for adoption of the 
proposal were viewed as dim at 
the state capitol at Albany where 
several members of the Repub- 
lican legislative majority voiced 
opposition. 

The mayor's suggestion, how- 
ever, gave rise to spirited discus- 
sion in many quarters. 

Some hailed the suggestion as 
practical horse-sense, in the view 
of realities. Others condemned 
state-licensed betting as a threat 
to the public’s morals. 

Others—including the leaders of 
the sporting world—remained dis- 
creetly noncommittal. 

O’Dwyer’s attitude is that en- 
forcement of present anti-gam- 
bling laws is onerously expensive 
and, furthermore, virtually impos- 
sible because thousands of people 
want to bet, and do—even though 
it’s against the law. 

The Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, 
the nation’s largest inpterdenomi- 
n tional Protestant body, opposed 
the plan on moral grounds. 

Part of O’Dwyer’s plan was em- 
bodied in a bill introduced in 
the Legislature last night by Sen- 
ator James J. Crawford, BrookyiIn 
Democrat. It would legalize off- 
track horse race betting, a move 
Crawford has unsugcessfully spon- 
sored in previous sessions. 

His bill, however, covers only 
one phase of O’Dwyer’s broad 
proposal, which would legalize the 
booking of bets for such sports 
as boxing, basketball, football and 
ice hockey, as well as horse rac-

The mayor emphasized he did 
not favor “wide open gambling.” 
His plan would not permit opera- 
tion of slot machines, dice and 
roulette tables or similar games.

The Cardinals con- 
tend the lease was not forfeited. 

Saigh was asked by Lon O. 
Hocker Jr., attorney for the 
Browns, if the stock purchased 
from Hannegan for $700,000 plus 
250 shares in the Locust-Ninth 
Realty Co., a holding concern, was 
worth that amount now and if the 
Cardinals would be willing to sell 
at that figure. 

Replies “Yes” to Questions. 


The Cardinals president replied 
“ves” to both questions, but said 
his answer depended to great 
extent on the outcome of the pres- 
ent lawsuit, which would decide 
“whether we would have a place 
to play ball and earn some 
money.” 

In describing the purchase of 
Hannegan’s 1731.7 shares, repre- 
senting slightly over 50 per cent 
of the ‘club’s stock, Saigh said ne- 
gotiations for this purchase were 
begun with Hannegan in Novem- 
ber, 1948.

INTO MERAMEC AS 
BANK IVES WAY 


sis Constable Says 25 or 30 


More Buildings Near 
Long Beach Are in 


Danger. 


Six frame houses toppled into 
the Meramec River yesterday 
when a section of river bank, 
weakened by the recent flood, 
gave way along Yarnell road, near 
Long Beach. | 

Constable Martin Heutel report- 


ed that three of the houses had 
‘permanent occupants, and that 
residents of two of the homes 
lost furniture and personal effects 
when the buildings. suddenly 
plunged down new-made embank- 
ments and were partly submerged. 
Other homes in the area were 
endangered by threats of further 
slides of the river bank, and occu- 
pants moved belongings to safe 
ground last night. Heutel, who 
with deputy constables, assisted 
residents of the area until early 
this morning, estimated that 25 to 
30 additional buildings were in 
| danger. 
| The families of Walter Clauson, 
‘at 573 Yarnell road, and Alvin 
Lord, No. 577, lost furniture and 
clothing. Fred Schulty had left 
his clubhouse, at 483 Yarnell road, 
to assist the C)lauson family when 
his building slid into the river. 
No one was caught in the slides 
and there were no injuries. 


Other. houses caught in the 
slides included the part-time home 
of Frank Constantino, the club- 
house of Louis Ruetz and a sixth 
building. Several of the buildings 
were shattered in the slide and 
sections were carried downstream. 


High water last week covered 
that section of Yarnell road, un- 
dermining piling on which most 
of the buildings stand. Whenthe 
river returned to its banks yes- 
terday sections of earth gave 
way. Large trees, their roots un- 
dermined, fell and a 100-foct sec- 
tion of the road crumpled. é 


About 30 residents of the area 
left their homes last night for 
safer grounds. Those who re- 
mained were warned by health 
authorities to boil drinking water 
until wells and _ cisterns are 
cleaned. The river area originally 
was developed for clubhouses, but 
the housing shortage has resulted 
in year-round occupancy of many 
of the buildings.

“Vicious” Action. 

Judge Murphy's action in pa- 
roling Crenshaw was “vicious, 
Echeal T. Feinstein, legislative 
chairman of the Children’s Pro- 
tective Association, told the 
Post-Dispatch. : 

Crenshaw, Feinstein declared, 
“is definitely a danger to society 
and to small children.” 

“Here you have a man who has 
a propensity for sexual crimes,” 
he said. “It would have been an 
ideal case under our sexual psy- 
chopath law, even though the law 
was not enacted until Aug. 1, 
after the offenses took place. 

“It would have involved a' little 
additional work in the circuit at- 
torney’s office or the prosecuting 
attorney's office. It is our theory 
that criminal sexual psychopaths 
who molest small children are 
likely to do it again. That’s an 
element of their mental dis- 
order. 

“This case is pat as far as 
our law is concerned. In the 
first section of that law, all per- 
sons suffering mental disorder, 
who are not insane but who have 
criminal sex propensities, are 
considered criminal sexual psy- 
chopaths. 

“There is no doubt that Cren- 
shaw will repeat his offenses. 
Granting of the parole, therefore, 
is vicious. Crenshaw is the type 
of individual who should be 
prosecuted under this law. He is 
definitely a danger.” 

“Issue Should be Made.” 

Mrs. Verne D. Edwards, 4346 
Westminster place, corresponding 
secretary for the Children’s Pro- 
tective Association, said: “From 
my point of view, I don’t see how 
a judge, if he is alert, could do 
such a thing. 

“There is a law on the books 
now to deal with these people. 
We've worked awfully hard to 
put the authorities in the posi- 
tion where they can do something 
about sex crimes. Several cases 
brought this to a head and many 
persons felt an adequate law 
should be passed.

N. authoritative pronouncement on the principles which the 
Administration thinks should govern the granting of American 
aid to other countries came to light here today. It is stated 


in a speech by George F. Kennan, counselor of the State Depart- 
ment and until last month also director of the department’s long- 


range policy planning staff. 


Kennan spoke at a meeting of 
the Academy of Political Science 


in New York on Nov. 10. His 
address has not hitherto been 
published. He considers it “the 
most important speech he ever 
delivered,” he has told associates. 

The United States should al- 
ways follow five basic rules in 
granting foreign aid, Kennan de- 
clared in his speech: 

1. This country should help 
Others only when it can. serve 
America’s own purposes by doing 
so, and these purposes must be 
realistic and practical. 

2. The United States should 
try to help only others who are 
able and determined to help 
themselves, and who are capable 
of doing for themselves most of 
the things that need to be done. 
America can provide only a rela- 
tively slight marginal 
and should provide that only 
when the margin will make up 
the difference between failure 
and success in achieving Ameri- 
¢a’s Own purposes. . 

3. This country must not ‘try 
to give others more help than it 
can afford to give. The United

The United States does, in fact, 
try to act on these five principles 
in granting foreign \aid, although 
Kennan did not say so explicitly 
in his speech, and although he 
refrained from pointing how the 
principles explain American pol- 
i 


cy. 

Thus the Administration thinks 
western Europe has the will and 
ability to do most of the things 
that are necessary to achieve re- 
covery, and needs only marginal 
help from the United States. The 
Administration further thinks that 
this country can afford to pro- 
vide the required marginal help. 
Therefore, Washington favors con- 


_tinuation of American aid to Eu- 


rope. 
Argument on China. 

The Administration is con- 
vinced, on the other hand, that 
these factors are not present in 
China. It thinks the Chinese Na- 
tionalists are neither able nor 
willing to do all they could and 
should do to help themselves. 
Partly because of this, Washing- 
ton further believes, more outside 
aid would be needed to save 
China from Communism than this 
country can afford to provide. 
Therefore, the United States 
should stop helping the Chinese 
Nationalists, the Administration 
argues. by

“There is nothing absolute or 
automatic about foreign aid. To 
attempt to standardize its appli- 
cation would not be consistency— 
it would be applied fallacy. 

“What do we have to take into 
account in determining whether 
we have a suitable context for the 
extension of some special form of 
governmental aid to another peo- 
ple? 

“What are the elements of a 
suitable context? 

“First, there is the question of 
purpose. ... 

Limits to Responsibility. 

“We cannot afford, as our fore- 
fathers correctly observed, to put 
ourselves into a position of spon- 
sorship for all the motives of oth- 
er governments just becausé®we 
find it fit to support some of 
their actions,” Kennan warned. 

‘ “When we set out to help oth- 
ers, we must be on our 
own analysis of the probable -re- 
sults of the undertakings to which 
our aid; is addressed,” he went on.. 
“For the actual consequences o 
what we do, we have to take re- 
sponsibility, as mature people, be- 
fore our own and world opinion. 
But we must be careful not to 
accept responsibility for all the 
motives and aspirations of all 
those to the support of whose 
efforts our aid may be directed 
or those who may profit in one 
way or another from it. Our 
task is to satisfy ourselVes, before 
we begin to help others, that the 
results of our action can be ex- 
pected to be ones beneficial to 
courses for which we ourselves 
are not ashamed to stand. 

“Second, we have to take /into 
account the degree of resolution 
and vigor of purpose which lies 
behind the efforts of those whom 
we are aiding. 

“When we set out to/help other 
governments in something they 
are trying to accomplish, we must 
always reckon that our aid can 
be only relative, and relative only 
in a marginal sense, to the ef- 
forts they themselves must make. 
It can have no absolute value in 
itself. If their efforts are per- 
functory or inefficient or faint- 
hearted, our aid to them can 
scarcely be otherwise.

May Be Difficult to Make. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP). 
CONGRESSIONAL economy clamor grew louder today around 
President Truman’s $42,436,757,406 out-of-balance budget. 
Nearly #1 the Senators and House members were saying 


‘openly or behind their hands that spending will be too high, the 


deficit will be too big and they ought to get out the ax and go to 


work on the budget. 


Yet in years past all the talk 

of economy in January often has 
turned out to be still just talk 
in June. Besides, this is an elec- 
tion year. As Senator Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, put it: 
.“T had been anticipating a def- 
icit. And it is going to be diffi- 
cult to pare it any in this elec- 
tion year. We may be able to 
make some reduction, but not to 
any great extent.” 

No Clamor for Tax Increase. 


Nor were there any loud calls 
for a large tax increase, or even 
for the “moderate” one Truman 
is asking for. A tax increase 
would prevent some of the $5,- 
133,000,000 deficit that is in pros- 
pect for the year starting next 
July 1. 

Sentiment seemed to be run- 
ning the other way, toward a cut 
in taxes, if anything. 

Furthermore, there is a possi- 
bility that the deficit may be 
bigger than Truman estimates. 
He based his estimate partly on 
Congress increasing mail rates by 
$395,000,000. If Congress fails 
to provide part or all of the in- 
crease, the deficit will go up by 
just that much. 


A bill to increase postal rates 
by $131,000,000 has been ap- 
proved by a House ‘committee. A 
$113,000,000 increase has been 
approved by a Senate committee. 
Backers say they expect trouble 
in getting either one through 
Congress. 


One-Bill Appropriation. 


Economy advocates say new pro- 
cedure considered this year lump- 
ing all appropriations into one big 
bill—would make it easier to ef- 
fect economies. However, some 
members assert a single bill would 
make it easier for log rollers to 
increase the totai appropriations. 
In the log-rolling process, one 
Congressman agrees to help an- 
other get an appropriation for a 
pet project in return for a hand 
with one of his own. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee already has voted to try 


the one-bill system. Chairman 
Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, of the 
House committee, would like to 
go along. Speaker Rayburn isn't 
entirely sold on the idea. 


Issue of Military Aid. 


Comment from both Democrats 
and Republicans pointed to pos- 
sible trouble for the President's 
request for another one. billion 
dollar for military aid to Euro- 
pean allies. 


The only definite suggestions 
as to where Congress might do 
some cutting on the budget came 
from a Democrat, Senator Lucas 
of Illinois. 


Douglas credited Truman with 
“an honest effort to economize.” 
He said Congress should carry on 
in this spirit and help him ‘save 
another three billion dollars. 


Starting with an extra $500,000,- 
000 cut in military spending, 
Douglas listed eight different 
ways he said Congress could 
economize. The biggest slash he 
recommended, .« $55,000,000, was 
in trimming “the swollen staffs” 
of Government agencies. 


RULING ON OPA CASES COULD 
COST U.S. MILLIONS IN SUITS 


CHICAGO, Jan. 10 (AP)—A 
United States Judge threw seven 
OPA overcharge cases out of 
court yesterday \in a decision 
which, if duplicated in more than 
a hundred similar cases, could 
cost the Government millions in 
damages. 

United States District Judge 
Michael L. Igoe held that the 
Government could not prosecute 
the seven civil cases in its own 
name. All of the suits were filed 
originally with various OPA ad- 
ministrators as plaintiffs. 

A presidential order on June 1, 
1947, when OPA ended, declared 
that the United States General's 
staff should prosecute cases previ- 
ously prosecuted by the agency’s 
lawyers.

The utter disregard for the facts and 
reason is a disgrace to journalism. 

Certainly there have been ice storms 
before, and our transit system has often 
been hard-pressed by winter weather. 
But the statement that the Public Serv- 
ice Co. paid no heed to the weather 
reports is completely false. At the first 
sign of ice, which in Kirkwood began 
forming shortly after 10 p.m. not 
“early morning,” ice cutters were in- 
stalled on the trolleys. But due to the 
rapidity of the formation of the ice, and 
its extreme hardness due to the low 
temperatures, the cutters could not re- 
move it. 

When this happened the current arced 
from the wire to the trolley collector 


shoe, and burned through the wire like 


an electric cutting torch. This infor- 
mation was available to the Post- 
Dispatch just as it was to the Star- 
Times which published it. 

The implication that the company al- 
lowed this to happen because it wants 
to substitute busses for streetcars is 
ridiculous. As you point out, there were 
not enough busses, and if there had 
been you would be the first to criticize 
the company for the money tied up in 
extra vehicles. No company that has 
purchased 300 new streetcars since 1940, 
and intends to purchase 100 more can 
* be accused of abandoning trolley lines 
entirely. And certainly the company 
did not desire to lose revenue because 
of stalled streetcars, nor did they wish 
to foot a bill for ice damage simply to

Mr. McGrath Fails a Test

Attorney General McGrath took under review 
a month ago the most basic problem that has 
come up since he became head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice last summer. This problem was: 
What to do about wire-tapping by federal agents, 
in violation of the spirit of the Constitution, and 
also of the letter of the law? 

We are very sorry to report that the new At- 
torney General has failed to measure up to this 
test. Mr. McGrath now says that he sees “no 
reason at the present time for any change.” He 


explains that he will continue to authorize the 


FBI to tap wires “in view of the emergency 
which still prevails and the necessity of pro- 
tecting the national security.” 

' ‘Without in the least disparaging the impor- 
tance of protecting the fiational security, may 
we suggest that the Department of Justice is 
also obligated to help protect the national integ- 
rity, the national reputation, the national good 
name? | 

How much is the national good name pro- 
tected gby FBI agents who amass wire-tapped 
conversations when the Federal Communications 
Act of 1934 expressly forbids wire-tapping and 
the divulgence of the information so obtained 
“to any person”? . | 

Tom Clark, now Justice of the Supreme Court, 
called this. practice of eavesdropping by the 
high-sounding name of “technical surveillance.” 
To salve their legal consciences a bit, Mr. Clark 
and the FBI took the view that the law permit- 
ted wire-tapping, that only “divulgence” was for- 
bidden and that it was not “divulgence” unless 
the information was presented in court. 

This was the hair-splitting which. countless 
American citizens hoped J. Howard McGrath 
would bring to an end. Instead of denouncing 
wire-tapping for the revolting intrusion which it 
is into private affairs, Mr. McGrath has now 
given snooping a new lease on life. A device of 
the police state gets another blessing in the de- 
partment which is charged with enforcing the 
federal laws. 

Mr. McGrath quotes the late President Roose- 
velt. We quote him, too: “As an instrument.for 
oppression of free citizens, I can think of none 
worse than indiscriminate wire-tapping.” 

What seems not to be understood is that there 
is no way to tap wires without prying into the 
affairs of many other persons, not remotely 


_Yrelated to an investigation. Pointing out that 


wire-tapping is a far more evil invasion of priv- 
acy than tampering with the mails, the late Jus- 
tice Brandeis sajd in the Olmstead case (1928): 
Whenever a telephone line is tapped, 
the privacy of persons at both ends of 
the line is invaded, and all conversa- 
tions between them upon any subject, 
and although, proper, confidential and 
privileged, may be overheard. More- 
over, the tapping of one man’s tele- 
phone line involves the tapping Of 
every other person whom he may call 
or who may call him. 

Had he cared to document this statement, 
Justice Brandeis could have quoted the testi- 
mony of’the government agent who tapped pay 
telephones in the Hotel Astor, New York, in 
the Nardone alcohol smuggling investigation. 
The eavesdropper said he listened to “several 


‘ thousand conversations of persons who had no 


connection with the case.” 

Every citizen who believes that his Constitu- 
tion guarantees him security against “unreason- 
able searches and seizures“ should be revolted 
by this slow crumbling of one of his most cher- 
ished rights. 

The Post-Dispatch urges Mr. McGrath to re- 
eonsider his approval of wire-tapping. If he 
does not soon decide to enforce the law which 
the FBI breaks, we hope Congress will rewrite 
the statute and make it so plain that no one in 
the Department of Justice will dare trample it. 
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Welt Have a Frosted Malt 


There was a news item of more than usual 
interest from Pittsfield, Mass. An enterprising 
apothecary—pardon us, druggist—up that way 
concocted a gustatory treat called a “flaming 
nut sundae.” 

Whereas those of us who live in more back- 
ward parts of the country have to get along with 
mere double atomic whiz-bangs, in both edible 
and potable fields, the citizenry of Pittsfield 
was being served a hot fudge and marshmallow 
sundae, capped with three flaming drops of 
lemon extract. This tid-bit to titillate the palate 
and the eyes of any young arsonist was served 
by“couriter girls dressed in firemen’s hats. 


The Pittsfield fire chief, one Thomas F. Burke, 
damped the proceedings, however. He ruled that 
the concoction was a fire hazard, as all wearers 
of beards and similar facial adornment will 
agree.

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A Child Molester Goes Free 


With the trail. of murder and kidnaping of 
children which sex deviates have been leaving 
all over the nation, it is shocking and beyond 
understanding that Circuit Judge David J. 
Murphy has paroled Jeff Crenshaw, who pleaded 
guilty to molesting two small girls. 

That Judge Murphy decided on parole with- 
out the recommendation of the parole ‘officer, 
Franklin Miller, is doubly disturbing. It is re- 
assuring that the president of the bar asso- 
ciation, R. Forder Buckley, plans to ask for a 
detailed investigation. 

There is some difference of opinion among 
psychiatrists and penologists as to whether the 
proper place for restraining sex perverts is a 
prison or a mental institution. There \is wide- 
spread agreement, however, that these people 
should im one way or another be preverited from 
walking the streets until—or unless—there is 
good reason to believe they will not repeat the 
offense. , 

Crenshaw. not only committed a heinous of- 
fense, he committed it twice within two months 
before his apprehension. According to neigh- 
bors’ testimony, it is even worse than that— 
young girls had been seen entering the man’s 
living quarters over a period of several weeks, 
.and four children testified against him. Judge 
Murphy said he paroled the man from a two- 
year penitentiary sentence because he didn't be- 
lieve Crenshaw actually the children and 
because he had never been arrested before.

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Another Unbalanced Budget 

President _Truman’s recommendation of an un- 
balanced budget was not unexpected. It is never- 
theless discouraging. If ever spending should be 
matched and more than matched by revenues, 
it should be in these postwar years of high 
taxation. ' 

The prospect of another annual deficit of 


more than five billion dollars takes much of the — 


cheer out of:the picture of prosperity which Mr. 
Truman painted in his recent economic message. 
There is little consolation in the idea that every- 
thing will be wonderful five years from now so 
long as no more serious effort is made currently 
to bring about the promised improvement. True, 
the President based his optimism on an expan- 
sion of industrial production. But he might 
have encouraged that by a better example of 
Government economy. 


Mr. Truman says that he and his advisors 
have pared the budget figures very carefully, 
and he begs Congress to cut no deeper. The fact, 
however, is that every major spending category, 
except foreign aid and veterans’ services, calls 
for more money. 

The military item is again the biggest one in 
the budget. It will take 32 cents out of every tax 
dollar. This is no time to. weaken the national 
defense, but it would not hurt to squeeze out 
some extravagant practices. As a minor but sig- 
nificant example, we again cite the services’ éx- 
pensive advertising campaigns for recruits at a 
time when they actually are reducing their man- 


power, and when they still have the authority to 


draft as many men as they might need. 


The next biggest item—15 cents out of every 
dollar—is for veterans’ affairs. Promised pen- 
sions and benefits cannot be reduced. But the 
business methods of the Veterans Administra- 
tion need overhauling. It is charged that, for 
similar operations, the VA uses more employes 
than do private insurance companies. This is 
simply a matter of good management. There is 
no excuse for inefficiency. That goes for many 
another bureau and agency, too. 


There will be plenty of talk along these lines 
in Congress, but it is doubtful whether the men 
on Capitol Hill will vote as they talk. They 
rarely do—especially not in an -election year. 
Yet the ultimate responsibility rests on Con- 
gress. It has the power of the purse. 


That has been regarded as one of the strong 
points of the American system ‘of government. 
But maybe it really is a weakness. When author- 
ity is divided between 541 men, responsibility is 
not fixed as closely as it might be. Factors other 
than his appropriations record are likely to de- 
termine the political future of a Representative 
or a Senator. 

Yet these men—and especially the Represen- 
tatives—remain the ones to whom the voters 
must look to bring the Government around to 
the old-fashioned notion of living~ within its 
means, at least in times of high income. 
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No More Fleur de Akron?

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~  Goal’s War of Nerves 

The war of nerves between John L. Lewis. and 
the coal companies has shifted to a new front. 
United Mine Workers in Illinois and Indiana 
have been ordered back to their jobs after a 
week’s “unauthorized” strike. But members of 
the unjon in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, 
Kentucky, Alabama and Virginia have now failed 
to show up for work. 

Not all the mines in those states were closed 

down, but enough of the big ones to make a 
very serious dent in coal production. Also, there 
has been no official strike call. It’s just another 
example of the remarkable phenomenon of all 
the Lewis card-carriers in a district acting simul- 
taneously on the same idea. 
, Performances such as these may be very in- 
triguing for lawyers who are trying to determine 
when a strike is not a strike and when a work 
stoppage does not violate a law against work 
stoppages. But the determination of such nice- 
ties hardly contributes to the building up of the 
coal industry. It will-fatten neither paychecks of 
miners nor dividend checks of mine owners. 

Maybe the participants enjoy this war of 
nerves. We doubt it, yet maybe they do. But 
there is no doubt whatsoever that the house- 
holder with an almost empty coal bin does not 
enjoy it. Neither do the managers and workers 
of industries dependent on coal. They have no 
desire at all to be the casualties of somebody 
else’s cold war. Roig

Why the Communists Won China

The Reds triumphed, student of China believes, from willingness to 
deviate from the orthodox party line and to carry out reforms the 
of Kuomintang only promised; American errorsgalso contributed; 
hence, despite some weaknesses, their cause has popular support.

The expulsion of the Kuomintang from 
the China mainland was due primarily to 
the moral and intellectual decay of the 
Nationalists rather than to a deficiency 
in arms or other material resources. To 
blame the Kuomintang debacle on inade- 
quate American aid, postwar removal of 
Manchurian industry by Russia, or other 
purely material factors, is seriously to 
misunderstand contemporary China. 


When the Communists staged their great 
victory parade in Peiping early in Feb- 
ruary of this year, the most impressive 
fact about its hundreds of trucks, tanks, 
heavy artillery and other motorized equip- 
ment was that almost all of these were 
American-made weapons which had been 
captured, or in some cases obtained through 
bribery, from Kuomintang troops since 


(1945. What made this situation possible? 


(1) An explosive revolutionary situation 
has been generated primarily by the age- 
old pressures of too many people on the 
land and of landlords on peasants in rural 


‘China, intensified by the impact of West- 


ern technology and ideas. This situation, 
long antedating either the Communist or 
Kuomintang parties, has been skillfully ex- 
ploited by the former, who drew on 
Marxist ideology, whereas the Kuomintang 
ignored or concealed the basic problem 
behind a deceptive veneer of modernism. 


Stake for Little People 


(2) Communist reforms—especially land 
reform—have given millions of Chinese 
a personal stake in the new order and, 
above all, a hope for the future. More- 
over, these people are taught by the Com- 
munists that a better future for China 
and themselves depends essentially on their 
own hard efforts. 

(3) The Communists were able to break 
with orthodox Marxist theory on many im- 
portant points in order to deal with the 
economic. and psychological realities of 
China as they see them. They began their 
program with the peasantry, for example, 
instead of with the urban proletariat. They 
distributed land in individual plots in- 
stead of collectivizing it. 

They encouraged’ non-Kuomintang pri- 
vate. industry—éometimes by government 
loans or tax exem ad of con- 
fiseating it. ._They won dissidents to their 
side through indoctrination and moral 
suasion, instead of exterminating them 
through bloody reprisals and terrer. In 
all these policiés they were guided by 
precedents in Chinese history and tradi- 
tions. 


The Appeal to Intellectuals 


(4) The almost ‘religious faith of the 
Communists in their theory and program

(7) The democratic freedoms so prized 
in the West have never been really known 
in China, and therefore the political and 
ideological controls exercised by the Com- 
munists—usually non-violent but none the 
less effective—are ignored’ by’ China's 
masses and accepted by most intellectuals 
as the necessary price of salvation. _ 


Using Old Native Precedents 


(8) In initiating land reform and plan-... 


ning for government ownership of certain 
major industries, the Communists are fol- 
lowing long-time precedents in China, 
where large-scale enterprise has tradition- 
ally Deen subject to government controls. 


(9) American support of an increasingly 
unpopular Chinese government has, in the 
eyes of many Chinese, discredited Ameri- 
ca and the principles for which it stands, 
and thus pushed. these Chinese into the 
Communist camp. 

(10) Despite a strongly pro-Russian line, 
especially in foreign affairs, the Commu- 
nists have until now convinced their coun- 
trymen that they are Chinese patriots 
rather than Moscow puppets. 


All these factors taken together do not 
dispose of the numerous serious problems 
faced by the Communists. They have in- 
herited a devastated economy and must 
grapple, as has every Chinese government, 
with the necessity of filling the common 
man’s rice bowl if they are to avoid dis- 
content. They. are grievously short of 
trained personnel and have made mistakes 
in such unfamiliar fields as foreign trade, 
although they have tried to rectify some 
of these efrors, 


Unpalatable, But Must Be Faced 


They must tackle the prodigious task 
of organizing a huge and:amérphous, popu- 
lation to* tarry out their program. Like 
all fanatical believers ip a cause, they run 
the risk of being blinded by their own 
ideology and -propaganda.. Difficalt deci- 
sions concerning Manchuria, Formosa, 
Hongkong and Indo-China will undoubted- 
ly create many headaches. But above all, 
they are“ novices ‘in foreign affairs, and 
it is in this field that they have made 
their chief blunders. |

ernment. 


Abusing Their Uniforms. 


If they disagree with those poli- 
cies and feel it their duty to make 
a public issue, they should ask to 
be relieved, should come home, 
should take off their uniforms, 
and then as civilians should exer- 
cise their rights as citizens to ex- 
press their views. 

If they came out into the open 
and explained their views and 
had to debate them, it might just 
possibly become clearer than -it 
is from the speeches of the inter- 
ventionist senators just what the 
Formosa business is about. It can- 
not be that these men of military 
experience really think that the 
island of Formosa, 100 miles from 
the coast of China, some 15 min- 
utes by air, within easy range 
of long-range missiles, would be 
a desirable place to lock up Amer- 
ican troops and equipment. 

They cannot wish to tie down 
American forces in the defense of 
such an exposed fixed position, 
and ‘to make of Formosa another 
and far more indefensible Bataan. 


It Means War. 


It is difficult to believe that 
the veteran member of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s staff, or any other mili- 
tary man, will care to argue that 
Formosa, in America’s hands 
would be a necessary asset to 
our strategic security and not a 
dangerous liability. 

As a matter of fact, the case 
for military intervention in For- 
mosa really rests on the argument 
that we should wage an unde- 
clared war against Red China. 
The argument for the undeclared 
war is that if we commit our- 
selves in Formosa, which has been 
solemnly declared to be Chinese 
territory, we cannot be at peace 


The idea behind this is that if 


| we can keep Red China nominal- 
ily at war with Chiang, but really 
} with us, Red China will not be 
| —— to demobilize and, therefore, 


will be unable to consolidate its 
victory and to carry out the eco- 
nomic reconstruction. 


“Sheer Lunacy.” 


The sheer lunacy of the idea 
comes from Senator Knowland’s 
failure to ask himself what Mao 
Tse-tung would do with his army 
if he had to keep it mobilized 
and if he could not feed the Chi- 
nese people. Mao would have the 
most powerful army in eastern 
Asia, sitting around eating its 
head off while his people were 
starving. Can anyone think of a 
greater inducement to make him 
use his undemobilized army to 
raid the rich countries to the 
south? 

And if that happens, because 
Senator Knowland has contrived 
to keep Red China mobilized, will 
he and Mr. Hoover and Senator 
Smith of New Jersey and Senator 
Taft send the Navy, or will they 
send Gen. MacArthur, or will 
they merely send some military 
advisers, to defend human free- 
dom in the jungles of Burma and 
in the ambuscades of Indochina? 


Time Runs Against Us. 


All they can accomplish by this 
agitation is to prevent this coun- 
try from playing any useful part 
in Asia. Their effort to keep us 
embroiled with Red China in 
order to prevent recognition will 
mean, if they succeed, that we 
cannot collaborate with anyone in 
Asia. For every other nation with 
interests in Asia wilk soon have 
recognized Red China. Those na- 
tions cannot be at peace with 
Mao and at the same time allied 
with a government that is in ef- 
fect at war with Mao. 

Surely as the night follows the 
day the absurdity and the prac- 
tical confusion of such a posture 
on our part will soon be so self- 
evident that, in order to have any 
policy at all in ASia, we shall 
have to align ourselves with our 
friends and we shall have to rec- 
ognize Mao’s government. But 
then recognition, if it is long de- 
layed, if it is preceded by fierce 
debate, will be a recognition of 
our own defeat. To Peking and to 
Moscow it will bring the immense 
prestige of having the strongest 
of the Western powers reverse 
itself and bow to the inevitable. 
The longer we wait, the more we 
quarrel over the fallacy that rec- 
ognition means approval, the 
more we shall 1 face before 


the world and peoples of Asia.

not be said of gratitude... . 

“T am sure that these words 
of Hamilton are sound. In grant- 
ing aid to others we must bear 
carefully in mind that each of 
us is the guardian of his own 
interest and we must not expect 
to be the objects in future of 
sentiments and manifestations of 
gratitude in which no other gov- 
ernment can properly indulge... . 

No Check on Others’ Policies. 


“The same principles serve as 
the answer to those who would 
regard foreign aid as a Sert of 
unlimi letter of credit, to be 
held us, on the future poli- 
cies of other governments in any 
and all matters, whether related 
or otherwise to the immediate 
purpose of our aid. 

“We have seen that when we 
give aid to others, it should be 
because we have decided that 
the undertakings we are setting 
out to support are worthy ones 
from the standpoint of our na- 
tional purposes. In the success 
of these undertakings lies our re- 
ward; we should seek no other. 
If we do not consider this reward 
sufficient, the aid should not be 
extended, or it should not be 
considered as aid. .

An Interview With Charlie Binaggio

Six or eight more dark-com- 
plexioned men, who kept their 
hats on, loafed in the outer of- 
fice, talking in whispers. When 
anyone came in the door, all the 
members of the office “staff” 
froze to attention and all eyes 
swung to the newcomer. It was 
as if they expected a visit from 
a rival mob. As soon as the caller 
explained he had an appointment 
with Mr. Binaggio, * the. office 
staff looked him over carefully, 
then relaxed. . 

The political headquarters of 
Charlie Binaggio is in a large 
meeting hall on Truman road 
(formerly Fifteenth street) near 
Charlotte avenue, in a neighbor- 
hood of cheap hotels, cheap res- 
taurants, second-hand furniture 
stores and used-car lots. This 
hall formerly was the justice of 
the peace court of Henry McKis- 
sick, “boss of Fifteenth street,” 
jovial politician and saloon 
keeper, now a loyal Binaggio 
ally. On election days, squadrons 
of ghost voters were assembled 
in that room and dispatched to 
various polling places to vote in 
the names of absent or long-dead 
citizens, witnesses testified at 
vote fraud trials after the 1946 
election. 

Binaggio, who had been ex- 
finished 
with a caller and motioned the 
writer into his inner office. The 
youthful Boss was wearing a blue, 
double-breasted suit, - crisply 
pressed. He wore a white shirt, 
white handkerchief in his breast 
pocket, an  expensive-looking 
wrist watch with gold band, a 
ring with a large green stone, a 
blue tie with swirling red pat- 
tern, and pointed black suede and 
leather shoes. Except for a 
broken nose, he looked like a 
prosperous young business man. 

His office is not large, a room 
about 8 feet by 16 feet. Large 
photographs of President Tru- 
man (not a member of Binaggio’s 
club but a member of the rival 
Jim Pendergast organization) and 
of Gov. Forrest Smith look down 
from the walls. Binaggio took his 
seat behind a large, glass-topped 
desk, equipped with a desk set 
and two pens. He motioned the 
visitor to a —— couch.

INAGGIO speaks easily, flu- 

ently, sometimes ungrammat- 

ically but always forcefully. 
His voice rises in anger now and 
then, particularly when he refers 
to the “goddam lies in your 
paper,” but most of the time he 
keeps himself well in check. He 
4s about 5 feet, 9 inches tall, is-in 
athletic trim and seems ready to 
spring into action at a moment’s 
notice. On Thursday he will he 
41 years old. 

The hour-and-a-half conversa- 
tion consisted largely of denials 
of his political influence by 
Binaggio and denunciations of this 
newspaper, with some passing 
swipes at Collier’s and the Satur- 
day Evening Post for their recent 
articles on the Missouri situation. 

“I am not the political power 
the newspapers say I am,” he de- 
clared..“I am only the head of 
one ward—the First. In this dis- 
trict organization, I’m only one of 
the leaders. There’s McKissick 
and Tim Moran and George 
Clark. (But it is generally agreed 
that Binaggio swings the «most 


weight and the others have little- 


to say.) 

“I'm getting so tired of all this 
publicity that next election I’m 
going to just pay attention to 
Kansas City and Jackson county. 


I'm not interested any more in. 


the state and national elections. 
whe just not worth all that trou- 
Me ; 


“No, I’m not going to take a 
back seat exactly but I’m just 
going to give all my attention to 
my own organization. These five 
wards in the First District are 
enough for me. I’m not going to 
wérry about th state and nation- 
al tickets.” 

Rinaggio insisted he had no in- 
fluence with Gov. Smith and had 
had nothing to do with appoint- 
ments to the Kansas City police 
or election boards. He spoke long

Asked about the number of 
votes controlled by hig political 
group, Binaggio said: “Our or- 
ganization can get about 30,000 
votes. You can see that by the 
vote for Joe Lenge for county as- 
sessor. He wes our candidate and 
he got about 36,000 votes.” 

He related he had been in poli- 
tics about 10 years. “I came here 
as a kid from Texas,” he said. 
“Damn right I’m not an ex-con. 
Yes, I paid a fine for gambling 
at the Green Hills Club. No, I 
never was in any trouble in Den- 
ver. Your paper always calls me 
the Kansas City representative of 
the Capone mob. I don’t know 
anybody in that mob. I never was 
the mob’s man here,” he pro- 
tested angrily. 

Aside from the gambling fine 
and an arrest for manslaughter 
growing out of an automobile ac- 
cident, Binaggio said, he has no 
police record. He offered to tele- 
phone Chief of Police Henry 
Johnson and tell him to show the 
writer the Binaggio police record. 
Thinking that the Chief would be 
willing to show all the records, 
the reporter did not accept Binag- 
gio’s offer. But later, Chief 
Johnson, on the order of the po- 
lice board, declined to show the 
writer Binaggio’s record or the 
records of any of his associates. 

Since the. records of most 
prominent gang and political fig- 
ures were removed from the files 
at Police Headquarters in the 
1930s, it is quite likely that Bi- 
naggio’s biography there is in- 
complete anyway.

Obviously, East made a des- 
perate effort in his opening bid 
to shut out the vulnerable op- 
ponents, but it could searcely be 
successful against South’s strong 


holding. As for East’s double of 
six clubs—this was a lead-direct- 
ing double for a spade opening. 
Naturally, East could not know 
that the declarer, as well as him- 
self, was void of spades, and al- 
though an immediate spade lead 
and ruff would not necessarily 
defeat the slam, it seemed all 
too probable that the contract 
could not be defeated - without 
that lead! 


West duly opened a spade in 
response to the double, and East 
ruffed dummy’s nine, but he was 
Severely shocked to see South 
over-ruff with the jack. South 
then led a trump to dummy, and 
returned a diamond. East, who 
had not yet recovered, automatic- 
ally played a low card — and 
South put in the eight-spot. West 
ruffed, and returned a trump, 
but South had no further diffi- 
culty.
